Housing  and  he.al'ih  are  indivisibl®.  The  City  Council ’’s  housing  record  since 
1946  reflect®  the  importan©®  pla-oed  by  them  on  this  ittfsosiatioiig  as  the  figure®  oa 
page^^  indicate.  The  number 9 vaidety  and  q?ia.lity  of  the  new  Council  houses  and  flats 
. fur-^er  indicates  the  Council -s  feelirAg  regarding  suitable  housing  standard®  for  theis 
tenahte.  Unfortunately 9 numbers  of  CouiKdl  teiianti  aie  still  living  in  old  fashioned 
pie-war  house® 9 some  without  hot  water  supply  and  some  without  bathroosiffl  and  inside 
*oC'’«e  Such  houses  ar-e  art  anS3te’©r4®m  and  their  modernisatiosi  should  be  delayed  n@ 
longer. 


There  remaiass  a not  inconsiderable  number  of  Chichester  famil3.es  wh@  are 
living  in  sub^standard  houses  which  are  owned  by  private  landlords©  Many  of  these 
families  9 some  with  young  children  9 will  never  qualify  for  Council  dwellings  9 and 
will  therefore  be  compelled  to  continue  living  in  3ub°3tan^ard  accommodation  until 
such  time  as  their  landlords  take  advantage  of  the  improvement  grants  available 
under  the  Housing  Acts©  Instances  have  occurred  irtiese  landlords  have  refused  their 
tenants 'request  to  pay  extra  rent  in  payment  for  improvements  under  these  Acts© 

In  one  case 9 a tenant  who  wished  to  install  a bath  etc©  9 at  his  own  expense  was 
refused  permission  by  the  landlord9  who  had  previously  refused  to  apply  for  an 
improvement  grant  when  asked  to  do  so  by  the  tenant© 

Home  Accidents 

Fire  accidents  due  to  oil°heaters  have  recently  received  much  national 
publicity 9 and  the  public  Saas  become  well  aware  of  safety  «=•  measures  which  are 
necessary  when  using  this  type  of  heating© 

Unfortunately 9 open  coal  fires  and  poorly=>guarded  gas  and  electri,c  fires 
still  represent  a constant  danger  in  numerous  City  homes  especially  where  there 
are  young  children  and  elderly  persons©  These  hazards  are  often  part  of  the  legacy 
of  old  housec-construction  which  necessitate  these  forms  of  heating  in  order  to 
keep  the  room  habitable  in  winter© 

Home  safety  measures  could  be  improved  considerably  by  more  awareness  of 
the  type  and  incidence  of  home  accidents  by  designers 9 planning  authorities,  0t©o 9 
For  instance  many  scaldings  are  directly  due  to  poorly  ==  planned  kitchens  , 
kitchen  =■  equipment©  Insufficient  use  is  made  of  sliding  doors©  Elec-tri®.  points 
are  often  insufficient  in  number  and  also  badly  sited©  Lifting  of  stairs  9 
©oiTidors  etc©  9 is  often  dangerously  inadequate©

Poisoning  of  children  as  a result  of  eating  or  awallowing  kitchen  chemicali 
medicines  and  tablets  are  commonplace© 9 but  regrettably  early  treatment  is  m*t. 
always  possible  because  of  difficulities  of  identification  of  the  substance  involv«do 

Swimming  Instruction 

Attention  was  drawn  In  last  year’'*  Annual  Report  to  the  woefully  small  numberi 
of  Chichester  school  children  who  could  swim©  The  fact  that  many  of  their  parent* 
were  also  unable  to  swim  emphasises  the  danger  to  which  these  children  are  exposed 
when  playing  in  or  near  water© 

Public  Swimming  Baths© 

There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  in  the  City  althou^  their  provision 
has  been  under  consideration  by  the  Council  at  interval#  over  a period  ®f  many  yeaxf.

i 2 notif  icatioiis  of  acute  pamljtic  polioa^elitis  were  received  during 

the  yeaTo  Both  were  female 9 aged  20  and  38  respectively 9 but  in  only  the  first 
case  was  the  diagnosis  subsequently  confirmedo  Neither  was  a City  resident  and  in 
both  instances  poliomyelitis  wa^^.  provisionally  diagnosed  after  admission  to  a 
^neral  hospital  in  the  Cityo  The  first  (confirmed)  case  was  a resident  of  Islington 
^wher®  an  outbreak  of  poliomyelitis  occurred)  and  was  convalescing  in  West 
Sussex  after  being  unwell  at  h@r  home  in  Londoso  The  second  case  was  transferred 
t©'  Portsmouth  Infectious  Disease  Hospital  but  subsequently  d'ischarged  as  not 
poliomyelitis » 

f Poliomyelii-is  Vac-cimtion 

Following  the  disapp^iatisig  response  generally  to  the  extension  of  th® 
vaccination  scheme  in  1958  to  include  young  adults  between  15  and  259  th© 
department  organised  a campaign,9  in  conduction  with  th®  West  Sussex  County 
Coun^iilj  aimed  at  enoo'ar'aging  young  people  to  come  forward  by  offering  them 
facilities  at  their  place  of  enqjloymento  All  shbpsj  offic®®  and  industrial 
concerns  in  the  City  were  circuiarisad  in  Marsh  and  early  April 9 19599  asked 
to  persuade  their  ycraiger  employees  to  tak®  advantage  of  the  opportunity  to 
receive-  prote-ctiv®  inmiunisation  against  poliomyelitis <>  Th®  assistance  received 
from  mana-gements  etc*  was  most  heartening  and  a total  of  9^8  applicationi 
was  received  from  young  people  in  this  age  group*  Visits  were  paid  by  a team 
from  the  department  to  I6  of  the  larger  firms  in  ^the  Cit^-  to  carry  out  vaccination 
on  the  spot 9 whilst  public  sessions  were  held  at  the  Health  Centre  on  13th  April), 

tilth.  May  and  29th  June  to  deal  with  members  of  th®  general  public  and  employ®®® 
of  the  smaller  firms*  The  respong®  was  very  enoouragingp  th®  attendances  'being 
3679  341  and.  236  at  the  respective  three  2 hour  sessions'* 

Despite  initial  difficulties  due  to  restriet-®d  supplies  of  vaccine  ( as  a 
result  of  the  nation-wide  rush  to  'be  vaccina^tsd)  g by  the  end  of  June  85I  people 
(including  296  at  factories)  in  the  15-25  group  received  2 injections  whilst 
42  had  had  an  initial  injection*  The  third  dose  was  given  7 months  later* 

I should  like  to  pay  tribute  to  the  ready  co-operation  received  from 
local  factories  9 shops  and  offi.e-eSg  and  particularly  for  th®  facilities  provided 
when  visiting  their  premiseg* 

Figures  issued  by  the  Ministrgr  of  H-ealth  in  Febumiyg  I960  9 show  an 
encouraging’  trexidg  the  provisional  number  of  cases  of  paralytic  polio*  for 
England  and  Wales  for  1959  falling  below  1000  for  the  first  time  for  I3  year® 

(the  number  being  9^4)?  whilst  the  provisional  total  of  both  paralytic  and 
ncn=paralytic  cases  was  13459  '^hich  was  also  the  lowest  figor®  sines  1947o 
It  compar  ed  with  2570  cases  in  1958* 
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PIPHTBERIA 


Uo  cases  of  the  disease  were  notified  during  1959?  l^'it  althou^  onl^  1 case  I 
iias  occurred  in  the  City  during  the  past  10  years  it  cannot  he  too  strongly 
emphasised  that  puthreaka  can^  and  in  fact 9 do 5 occur  from  time  to  time  throu^out  , 
the  country  amongst  children  who  have  not  received  the  protection  against  the 
disease  which  immunisation  affords « No  douht  parents  are  bewildered 9 apprehensive 
and  possibly  antagonistic  at  the  multiplicity  of  injections  which  they  are  exhorted 
to  see  that  their  child  receives  against  smallpoxg  poliomyelitis 9 tuberculosis  etc. 
This  is  understandable  when  it  is  realised  that  between  2 months  and  the  age  of 
10  or  11  at  least  a dozen  injections  (including  reinforcing  doses)  are  advisabl®9 
this  being  the  case  when  the  triple-antigen  vaccine  (diphtheria,  tetanus  and 
whooping  cou^i)  is  used.  If  separate  injections  are  given  for  each,  it  will  be  seen 
that  the  number  is  considerably  more  than  12,  Possibly  that  total  mav  be  reduced 
if  the  quadruple  vaccine  (the  above  three,  plus  poliomyelitis  vaccine)  comes  into 
general  use,  trials  having  been  carried  out  in  the  USAo  On  the  other  hand,  if 
facilities  are  readily  available  ( as  indeed  they  are)  for  protection  of  children 
against  the  more  serious  infectious  diseases,  then  parents  would  be  lacking  in 
their  duty  towards  their  children  if  they  neglected  to  take  advantage  of  the 
opportunities  provided.  Most  injections  can  be  carried  out  either  at  the  Health 
Centre  or  by  general  practitioners  at  their  surgeries. 
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As  regards  diphtheria  immu.nisation  during  1959?  275  children  up  to  the  age 
of  14  received  a primary  coarse  of  injections,  whi.lst  I96  received  the  secondary 
(reinforcing)  dose.  These  figures  show  a heartening  increase  over  the  previous 
fig8H"es(2l2  and  52  respectively)  for  1958  but  even  so,  the  present  low  level  of 
protection  against  the  disease  ( as  is  also  the  case  with  smallpox  vaccination) 
is  a matter  of  concern  when  outbreaks  do  occur,

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SCARLET  FEVER 

5 cases  only  were  notified  dur'ing  the  year,  compared  with  18  in  1958,  The 
disease  was  mild  in  type  and  no  deaths  or  complications  were  reported, 

WHOOPING  COUGH 

20  cases  were  notified  during  1959s  compared  with  11  in  the  preceding 
year.  No  deaths  were  recorded.

11  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  (lO  in  1958),  All  were  isolated  cases 
although  investigations  into  one  disclosed  that  5 members  of  the  family  were 
symptomless  excretors.

Portsmouth  9 in  investigations  a-imed  at  endeavouring  to  tra/o®  the  source®

A total  of  132  houses  had  been  dealt  with  by  the  end  of  1959  ©f 
430  listed  as  unfit  for  occupation  in  the  present  programmeo 

In  April  1958  two  Clearance  Areas  were  declared  comprising  some  I50 
houses  and  shops  in  the  Somerstown  area  and  the  Council  decided  to  proceed 
by  means  of  a Compulso3?y  Purchase  Ofdero  Over  809^  of  the  owners  signified 
their  willingness  to  enter  into  negotiation  with  the  District  Valuer  for  the 
voluntary  acquisition  of  their  properties « During  the  year  further  houses 
were  purchased  in  the  area  mentioned* 

Rehousing 

Council  building  provided  20  units  of  accommodation  during  the  yearp 
irtiilst  relets  numbered  5^®  Of  5^  Houses  availabl®  for  letting  37  went 
t®  applicants  on  the  general  waiting  list  and  I9  t®  Slum  Clearance  tenants© 


The  whole  of  the  Council "s  programm®  is  devoted  to  either  rehousing 
tenants  from  slum  clearance  areas  or  building  for  the  special  needs  of  the 
elderly*  The  types  of  accommodation  under  construction  and  contemplated 
are  flats  and  bungalows  to  remedy  under«=»occupatlon  in  existing 
Council  houses  in  addition  to  rehousing  slum  tenants© 


Special  Accommodation  for  the  Elderly 

Included  in  the  new  building  programme  were  two  3“i>edroom  houses  with 
separately«=»let  ground  floor  annexes  attached 9 for  ailing  or  elderly  tenants© 

These  would  look  to  the  occupant  of  the  a4joiniiig  house;,  to  which  the  annexes 
coimect  through  a joint  front  entrance  lobbyp  f®r  help  in  times  of  emergency© 

To  complete  the  blockp  two  self-contained  bedsittiiag  room  flats  for  single 
persons  were  provided  over  the  annexes©  Further  units  of  this  type  are  under 
construction© 

Very  few  local  authorities  have  as  yet  attempted  to  provide  for  the 
needs  of  the  elderly  in  this  particular  way©  The  Chichester  experiment  attracted 
widespread  publicity  throng  articles  in  the  national  press  and  technical 
journals©  As  a result  representatives  from  other  local  authorities  are  continually- 
visiting  the  City  to  see  and  judge  for  themselves  the  practicability  of  our 
efforts©  It  is  apparent  that  units  of  this  character  provide  a most  useful  and 
essential  addition  to  the  acccsmmodation  available  for  the  growing  needs  ©f  our 
elderly  citiseas© 


Under  eonsferaction  and  due  for  completion  in  i960  are  30  single^  3 
double  and  4 self-contained  flats  for  occupation  by  the  elderly©  These  will 
be  provide  with  warden  services©

waiting  list  each  yearp  the  average  waiting  period  for  those  with  families  being 
between  2 and  3 years© 

In  practice  about  20  applications  are  refused  annually  upon  the  ground* 
of  non  residence©  Of  these 9 295^  have  no  residential  qualification*  whatever  and 
a further  50?^  residence  of  under  one  year© 

It  has  been  suggested  that  the  relatively  small  number  of  applicant*  on  the 
priority  list  awaiting  rehousing  (139)  presents  a false  picture  as  to  the  housing 
need  in  the  City©  The  Committee  took  the  view  that  to  accept  applicant*  to  languish 
on  the  waiting  list  without  any  hope  of  rehousing  in  the  foreseeable  future  was 
wrong©  Once  on  the  waiting  list  their  efforts  to  provide  homes  for  themselves 
become  less  urgent  and  they  await  the  offer  of  a Council  house  without  making  efforti 
to  provide  a home  for  themselves©  This  many  are  able  to  do  as  both  husband  and 
wife  often  work  for  several  years  before  starting  a family© 

To  assist  applicants p the  Council  make  loans  under  the  Housing  ( Financial 
Provisions)  Aotp  1958 (as  amended  by  the  House  Purchase  & Housing  Act  1959)  for  the 
purchase  of  houses©  During  19595  55  loans  were  so  grantedp  and  from  July  1959 
maximum  advance  permitted  was  raised  to  lOOfoo

Estate  Amenities 

Allc^night  parking  of  cars  on  estate  roads  is  still  an  urgent  problem  that 
requires  immediate  attention©  The  Council  have  already  provided  lock°up  garage* 
and  more  are  planned©  Much  more  however  needs  to  be  done  to  get  cars  off  the-8tre*t| 
Consideration  should  be  given  to  providing  car^port  type  open^f rented  garages 
suitable  sites  9 and  hard  standings  where  possible© 

Garages  and  parking  spaces  are  badly  needed  on  or  adjacent  to  pre«=war  estate* 
which 9 unlika  those  built  since  the  warp  have  no  provision  for  garaging  carsQ 

The  practice  of  street  parkingp  besides  detracting  from  the  general  appearanc*; 
of  estates  9 constitutes  a hazard  to  road  users  and  pedestrian#  9 especially  childr«*« 
Many  of  our  tenants  have  the  galling  experience  of  having  other  people'#  car* 
permanently  parked  outside  their  dwelling*  in  layby*  and  cul«=de<=»aCo 
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Under  ° OccuTjation 

Mention  has  been  made  in  previous  years  of  the  number  of  three 
bedroom  Council  houses  occupied  by  single  persons  and  couples*,  Althou^ 
a certain  success  had  been  achieved  in  persuading  these  tenants  to  move  into 
smaller  units  many  more  must  be  found  willing  to  transfer  into  the  accommodation 
now  being  constructed* 

Some  elderly  tenants  are  anxious  to  movej,  but  many  more  wish  to 
stay  in  their  old  homes*  No  one  would  question  their  ri^t  to  do  so  in 
unsubsidised  accommodation* 

Where  present  day  old  and  elderly  tenants  originally  obtained 
subsidised  housing  on  the  grounds  of  their  existing  fsujoily  needs  the 
situation  is  somewhat  different*  What  was  their  need  then  is  the  need  of 
the  following  generation  now* 


There  is  a general  reluctance  to  use  existing  powers  to  induce  over«= 
housed  local  authority  tenants  to  leave  their  homes  but  this  may  become  an 
unfortunate  necessity  quite  soon  if  persuasion  fails  to  produce  results* 

It  might  help  were  the  co°operation  and  understanding  of  tenants 
enlisted  from  the  beginning*  People  pre^wamed  and  pre«conditioned  react  very 
differently  from  those  suddenly  required  to  do  something  against  their  will* 


Modernisation  of  Pre-War  Council  Houses* 

A decision  made  in  November  1958  to  provide  all  Council  houses 
with  up  tO'  date  amenities  but  unfortunately  it  has  not  yet  been  possible  to 
inaugurate  the  scheme*  It  has  become  evident  that  existing  as  well  as  new 
tenants  require  their  houses  to  be  in  no  way  inferior  to  post-war  houses*  The 
time  has  passed  when  it  was  an  asset  to  have  a stock  of  houses  able  to  be  let  at 
comparatively  low  rentals  owing  to  lack  of  amenities*  These  houses  are  fast 
becoming  a liability  in  an  “^affluent””  society*

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food 


There  has  been  a steady  improvement  in  the  general  standard  of  food 
ops.  It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  small  shop*=keepers  are  at  last  becoming  awaje 
the  need  to  is^rove  their  premises  if  they  are  to  compete  successfully  with  the 
rge  retailers.  This  is  most  evident  where  new  proprietors  have  taken  over  existing 
oinsses  and  carried  out  extensive  improvements  and  modernisation  that  would  never 
been  contemplated  by  their  former  owners* 

The  department  wa^  called  in  to  inspect  and  advise  on  a consignment 
nearly  2-f-  tons  of  quick-frozen  Japanese  crabmeat*  The  crabmeat  decomposed  rapidly 
^thawing  out  prior  to  processing*  Samples  submitted  for  examination  gave  plate  counts  at 
C ranging  from  530j000  to  40  million  organisms  per  gram  whilst  the  plate  count 
■ 22*  C was  uncountable  at  a dilution  of  1 millilitre*  Pathogens  were  also  isolated* 


Inquiries  showed  that  handling  and  treatment  of  the  crabmeat  in  the 
^try  of  origin  prior  to  freezing^  left  much  to  be  desired  and  that],  as  was  the 
with  imported  frozen  eggp  contamination  undoubtedly  occurred  at  this  stage  due 
' Iwck  of  proper  hygienic  control*  The  whole  consignment  was  eventually  returned 
' the  importers,

The  requirements  of  the  Ice-Cream  (Heat  Treatment p etc«p)  Regulations 
make  the  manufacture  of  ice-cream  by  small  producers  uneconomical.  All  the  ice- 
cream sold  in  the  Cityp  with  one  exceptionp  where  a "Complete  cold  mix'*  is  usedp 
is  produced  by  large  manufacturing  wholesalers  p and  most  of  it  is  retailed  in  the 
manufacturer 's  packages. 

Slaughterhouses  and  Meat  Inspect ion 

The  throughput  of  the  slau^terhouses  for  1959  ’’^as  almost  85pOOO  animals, 
which  exceeds  the  figure  for  the  previous  year  by  nearly  7000* 

The  effects  of  the  scheme  for  eradicating  tuberculosis  in  cattle  are  now 
very  obvious.  Of  the  cattle  slau^tered  during  the  year,  #75?^  cows  only  were 
found  found  to  be  affected  with  tuberculosis,  compared  with  5ol9^  of  cows  and  1,4/^ 
of  other  cattle  the  pre<rious  year© 


The  incidence  of  other  diseases  still  necessitates  the  condemnation  of  a 
considerable  amount  of  meat.  Of  the  total  kill,  only  approximately  5?^  is  for  local 
consumption,  the  bulk  is  sent  to  Portsmouth,  Bristol,  London  and  the  Midlands, 

Several  meetings  were  held  with  the  Wessex  Slaughterhouses  Board  with  a 
view  to  securing  closure  of  the  City  slau^terhousea  but  no  progress  was  made, 

Salmonellae  Investigation 


During  the  year  the  Central  Public  Health  Laboratoiy  carried  out  an 
investigation  into  the  increased  incidence  of  Salm,  Saint  paul  infections.  This 
department  co-operated  in  the  work  carried  out  at  a local  slau^terhouse.  Of  41 
sewer  swabs  submitted  for  examination,  15  were  positive,  7 varities  of  Salmonellae 
being  isolated,  including  4 Salm,  St,  paul. 


The  report  subsequently  submitted  cojficluded  that  the  recent  increase  in 
human  infection  due  to  Salm,  St,  paul  was  due  to  aniiaal  infection  arising  from  the  U8^| 
imported  feeding  stuffSoEpidemiological  evidence  suggested  that  this  was  the  most 
likely  source  of  infection  as  25  other  varieties  of  Salmonellae  were  isolated  from 
American  meat  meal. 


Faecal  contamination  of  carcases  and  lack  of  hygienic  standards  in  dressing 
undoubtedly  produces  a serious  salmonellae  hazard  which  it  is  hoped  the  new 
Slau^terhouses  (Hygiene)  Regulatioxis , when  fully  implemented,  will  mitigate.
